BELLA DONNA Light blue with darker blotch. One 
of the very best, clear in color, strong grower and 
early. 


BEOWULF A mauve lavender rose. Vigorous grow- 
er. Beautiful shade, rather late. 


BIT O’ HEAVEN Orange with yellow throat. Tall 
straight vigorous plant with 9 - 12 medium size blooms 
open. A grand cut flower, very popular. 


BOB WHITE White with rose throat markings. Tall 
fairly strong plant. I think you will like it. 


DAMASCUS Deep smoky rose purple with reddish 
blotch. If you don’t like smokies you won’t like this. 


DR. HOEG A very dark red with a _ beautiful 
glistening sheen. A striking variety that you will be 
sure to like. 


GLEN A very unusual dark pink, hard to describe, 
it is a huge plant with florets large and compact with 
tiger stripes of light pink. Well worth a try. 


GOLDEN LANCER Rich yellow of better than 
medium size. Strong plant and good substance. Late. 


GOV. PINCHOT Dark rose. Coloring is rather un- 
usual. Spikes are not very tall nor are the florets 
large. Has a good record at the shows, but did not 
do so well fer me this past year. 


MILFORD Clear, tall, light blue with seven or more 
fairly large blooms on good straight spike. A “must 
have” in the blues. 


MRS. S. A. ERRY (85-90) Orange salmon with red- 
dish blotch. Many large blooms open at once. “Good 
but I think Bit O’ Heaven and Solita are much better.” 


MRS. F. C. HORNBERGER A nice pure white. It 
is in no sense of the word new but has some very 
good qualities. A good keeper with heavy substance 
with 6 - 8 blooms open on strong fairly tall spike. 


MRS. OLNEY WHITBECK A tall pure pink with 
white throat. A good variety. (Some call it “out- 
standing”) with florets 5 - 6 inches across. It was not 
as good for me this past year aS some growers claim 
it is but may have been due to the hot dry weather 
as they came on right in the middle of it when all 
plants suffered. 


I have received my order of glad bulbs.

PEGGY LOU The greatest gladiolus introduced 
since Picardy. It came from the same parents as that 
wonderful variety. Color is a deep shrimp pink with 
a slight rosy cast and with a touch of deeper rose in 
the throat. Very tall with large blooms. There is not 
space enough to go into all of its merits. It has won 
prizes all over the country. A must have if there ever 
was one. A wonderful variety that you just should 
not do without. 


PHYLLIS McQUISTON (80-90) Shrimp pink shad- 
ing lighter in the throat. Plant is tall with five or 
more beautiful blooms open at once. One of the very 
best varieties in my fields this past year. Some grow- 
ers claim that it’s health is not of the best but no 
variety that I had this past year showed any stronger 
or healthier plants than this one, there was not a 
sick looking one in the whole lot. 


PYTHIA Deep red. Supposed to be tall with many 
open. I only planted small bulbs of this variety and 
it did not look as good as I expected it would from 
other grower’s discription but of course it will do 
some better from larger bulbs. Some varieties do well 
from small bulbs while others do not show up so good 
but look wonderful from No. 1 or 2 bulbs. 


REVERIE Light peaches and cream. 6 - 8 medium 
large blooms open, ruffled and well placed. A really 
beautiful variety but inclined to fade a little as the 
blooms open. 


REQUEL Buff cream with markings. A tall vigorous 
large flowered plant. Placement not always of the 
best, but wonderful for cut flowers in the home. 


RODERICK DHU Huge rare pink with darker 
blotch. Somewhat ruffled. A beautiful variety but 
texture is soft. 


SALBACH’S ORCHID A beautiful lavender pink. 
Not a new variety but well worth while. Did very well 
for me from small bulbs. 


SOLITA A fine light orange. I liked this variety 
better than any orange I have seen. Blooms are not 
so large but several open at once. Spike is tall and 
slender. A graceful and distinctive variety. 


SOLVEIG Heavily ruffled white with small cerice 
blotch. Several large blooms open at once. 


TAKINA Giant purple, tall with several large well 
placed blooms open at once. 


TREVONIAN Tall extra large flowered rose red 
with many blooms open at once. Was not as tall for 
me this year as I thought it should be but probably 
that was due to the weather.

ALAYNE Beautiful distinct shade of light rose. 6 - 7 
medium size blooms on straight stem of medium 
height. Petals softly ruffed and rolled back. Especially 
good for home decoration. 


ALBATROSS (80-85) Pure white. Many large lily 
Shaped blooms open at once. Strong, robust grower. 


AL SMITH (65-70) Salmon rose. Medium size flor- 
ets on tall spike. 


AVE MARIA (75-80) Medium blue, lightly touched 
with purple. Several open at once. 


BAGDAD (90-100) Smoky old rose with faint creamy 
blotch. Lower petals tinted pink. Extra tall spike. 


BEACON (75-80) Clear light rose scarlet with large 
cream blotch. Spike is tall and straight. 8 - 10 med- 
ium large slightly ruffled blooms open at once. A con- 
sistent prize winner at shows. 


BERTY SNOW Pink lavender. A beautiful color and 
fine for either cutting or exhibition when well grown. 


BLEEDING HEART (80-85) White tinted light pink 
with large red blotch. Spikes are tall and straight 
with eight or ten florets open at once. 


BLUE ADMIRAL Dark blue, not quite so dark as 
Pelegrina but makes a better spike with more blooms 
open at once. 


COMMANDER KOEHL (80-85) Blood red. Large 
florets. A most beautiful glad. 


CORONATION Medium tall spike with light salmon 
florets. 


DEBONAIR (80-90) La France pink, shading to 
shrimp pink, creamy throat. A beauty. 


DREAM O’ BEAUTY Rose red. Popular as a decor- 
ative or exhibition variety. 


DR. BENNETT (90-95) Fiery scarlet with a narrow 
white line in throat. Long popular with florists. 


DUNA (80-95) Soft pure buff pink. Has won many 
prizes at exhibitions. 


EARLY MELODY Light lavender pink. Tall strong 
grower. 


EMIL AUBRUN (85-95) Coppery bronze often over- 
laid with slate.

GLORIANA (85-95) Golden salmon with yellow 
throat. Blooms are good size but do not open wide, 
color is exquisite and spike is good. 


GIANT NYMPH (80-90) Very light salmon rose. 
Large florets, well placed. 


GOLDEN CUP (85) Yellow of a deeper shade than 
most yellow varieties. 


JOYFUL (80-85) Golden orange. One of the best of 
its color. 


KING ARTHUR Rosy lavender. Heavily ruffled. 
Exceptionally large blooms of distinct form and shade 
on a splendid spike. One of the best varieties grown. 


LOYALTY Deep clear yellow. A strong growing 
dependable variety. 


LUCIFER Bright orange with crimson blotch. Long 
spike with 8 - 10 open. 


MAID OF ORLEANS (80-85) Milk white with deli- 
cate creamy tint in throat. 7 - 10 florets open on tall 
spike. 


MARGARET FULTON Dark salmon, clear, rich and 
soft in coloring. One of the best for cutting. 


MARY ANSTEEN (75-80) Deep begonia pink, soft 
orange red in throat. Medium size florets with five or 
more open at once. Very good for cutting. 


MARY ELIZABETH (90-95) White with golden 
throat. Beautifully ruffled. 


MISS BLOOMINGTON (65-70) Light yellow. Med- 
ium size blooms with many open on tall straight spike. 
Good for early cutting. 


MRS. RAY P. CHASE (75-80) Creamy white with 
light yellow tint in throat. Ruffled. Extra large flow- 
ers on good stem. 


MINUET (80-85) Pink lavender. Clear and light. 
5 - 8 blooms open at once. Florists consider it the best 
lavender. 


MOROCCO Deep dark red, almost black. Velvety 
texture. 6 - 8 open at once. 


MOTHER MACHREE (95-100) Lavender overlaid 
with salmon pink toward edge of petals. 8 - 12 open 
at once. Very popular. 


OUR SELECTION Salmon red flaked a deeper shade 
and marked with slate on the outer part of petals. 
Cerise blotch bordered with cream on lower petals.

PARADISE Apricot with narrow lines of scarlet in 
throat. Early. 6 or more large ruffled blooms open at 
once on a spike of 16 - 18 buds. 


PELEGRINA (70-80) The darkest and deepest of the 
lues. Is admired everywhere when well grown but 
the spikes are not always dependable. 


PICARDY (85-90) Salmon. Huge blooms on magni- 
ficent spikes. A consistent prize winner. Has been 
considered the best glad ever grown. 


PIRATE (85-90) Rose red, lighter shade in throat. 
Makes immense blooms. One of the really superior 
varieties of this color. 


POLAR ICE A cold frosty white. Early. Beautiful 
when well grown. 


PRIDE OF WANAKAH Deep lavender rose. Very 
well liked for cutting. 


RAPTURE (75-80) Light salmon with diffused 
creamy throat blotch. A very strong and tall grower. 
Medium size bloom with 5 - 7 open. 


RAVENNA (70-75) Deep ruby red with somewhat 
darker throat. One of the best dark varieties. 


RECOVERY Salmon rose overlaid with reddish lines. 
Several well placed blooms open at once. 


REWI FALLU Deep blood red. Early. Immense 
massive blooms on a tall straight spike. Opens 6 - 8 
fine blooms with most of the others showing color. 


ROI ALBERT (90-95) Coppery salmon. A “smoky.” 
5 - 6 open. 


SARABAND (100) Deep mulberry with yellow blotch. 
Unusual coloring. 


SMILING MAESTRO Deep salmon rose with darker 
flakes. 6 - 8 or more immense showy, wide-open 
blooms open at once. 


S?RAY OF GOLD (60-65) Bright glowing yellow. 
While neither the spikes nor size of the blooms meas- 
ure up to other yellows we continue to offer it because 
of its superior coloring. 


STAR OF BETHLEHEM Cream white. Large, with 
6 - 8 well placed florets open at once. Considered one 
of the best of the newer white varieties. Tempera- 
mental. 


SYMPHONY Light rosy pink with cream throat 
blotch. 


TOKEN (70) Flame salmon with clear yellow throat. 
Medium large, nicely ruffled. Seems to rank high with 
florists.
